REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose, singly or in combination, a female 
undersea hydraulic coupling member as claimed in detail in claim 9 or claim 13. 
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Regarding claim 9, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a female 
undersea hydraulic coupling member comprising a seal retainer insertable into the bore 
to abut the shoulder, the seal retainer having an outer shell and an inner seal carrier, 
the inner seal carrier sliding into the outer shell and having an integral metal blade seal 
positioned such that the blade seal contacts the shoulder intermediate the bore when 
the seal retainer is inserted into the bore. 

Regarding claim 13, the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a female 
undersea hydraulic coupling member comprising a seal retainer insertable into the bore 
to abut the shoulder, the seal retainer having an outer shell and an inner seal carrier, 
the inner seal carrier sliding into the outer shell and having an integral metal blade seal 
positioned such that the.blade seal contacts a side wall of the annular groove in the 
shoulder intermediate the bore when the seal retainer is inserted into the bore.
